CLAIM 1 (currently amended). A game apparatus, wherein: 

[2] the apparatus includes a bowl-shaped receptacle, suitable for resting on the ground, 
having a bowl-floor; 

[3] the apparatus includes a post, preferably in the form of a bottle, having a top rim; 

[4] the game apparatus includes a cap; 

[5] the game apparatus includes at least one missile; 

[6] the missile is structurally suitable for being pitched or thrown, by hand, at the cap; 
[7J the post is attached to the bowl-floor in such manner as to be operatively Integrated 
thereto; 

[8] the post lies in an upstanding configuration with respect to the bowl-floor; 
19) the post includes a top rim; 

[10] an undersurface of the cap is suitably structured for engagement with, and removal 
from, the top rim of the post; 

[11] the apparatus is so structured that, upon the cap being engaged with the top rim of the 
post, the resulting engagement is a tenacious e ngagement, which has such a 
degree of tenacity [l e of s uch nature} that the cap can be knocked off the post 
upon being struck by the missile, but that the cap substantially cannot be knocked 
off the post unless struck forcefully and directly by the missile; and 

[12] the cap Is mu ch larger in diametral extent than the too rim of the post, to the extent that 
the cap, when placed on the top rim of the post, would fall off but for the tenacious 
engagement of the cap with the top rim. 

Claim 2 (currently amended). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein: 

[2] one of the top rim of the post and the undersurface of the cap is formed with a stud, and 
the other is formed with a corresponding recess;

Claim 4 (original). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the missile is untethered and unguided in that, 
upon being thrown, the missile follows the trajectory as determined solely by the aim of 
the person throwing the missiie. 

Claim 5 (original). Apparatus of claim 1 , wherein the cap and the missile are identical as to 

shape and size, whereby the missile can serve as the cap and the cap can serve as the 
missile. 

Claim 6 (original). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the game apparatus Includes several missiles 
that are identical to the said missile as to shape and size. 

Claim 7 (currently amended). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the cap is proportioned generally 
as a flat disc, [ ond tho cap te much i argor than tho top r i m, as to diamotro l oxtont j 

Claim 8 (original). Apparatus of claim 7, wherein the cap is at least five centimetres diameter. 
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Claim 9 (original). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the missile weighs at least seventy grams. 

Claim 10 (original). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the bowl-shaped receptacle has steep sides, 
being so steep that the missile cannot come to rest on the steep sides, whereby the 
missile can only come to rest either clearly Inside or clearly not inside the receptacle. 

Claim 11 (original). Apparatus of claim 1, wherein the post is moulded in plastic, and is secured 
in the centre of the bowl-shaped receptacle by a fastener. 

12 (currently amended). Apparatus of [c l aim 1] claim 2 . wherein: 
one of the cap and the top rim of the post is formed with a second stud, and the other is 

formed with a second recess; 
the arrangement of the apparatus is such that, as the said stud and recess are brought 
into mutual engagement, also the second stud and the second recess are brought 
into mutual engagement, upon the cap being engaged with the top rim of the post.

Claim 16 (original). Apparatus of claim 15, wherein the apparatus includes an identical second 
bowi and an identical second post, having respective top and bottom portions. 

Claim 17 (original). Apparatus of claim 16. wherein the two bowls are structured to be stacked 
together, clam-shell fashion, and to be clipped together, bowl-rim to bowl-rlm. 

Claim 18 (original). Apparatus of claim 16, wherein the two bowls are structured to be stacked 
together, one Inside the other. 
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
